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SUBJECT: U.S. COURT SUIT RE COMPLIANCE WITH POREIGN 
AGENTS REGISTRATION ACT 

REF: PORT OF SPAIN 1925 

1. DEPARTMENT HAS AGAIN DISCUSSED MATTER WITH PROSECUTION 
AND DEPENSE ATTORNEYS TO DETERMINE STATUS OF THE CASE. 
JUSTICE ADVISES THAT PRIOR TO FILING SUIT, THEY HAD PRO- 
VIDED ATTORNEYS POR TT WITH DRAET CONSENT ORDER. ALTHOUGH 
TT ATTORNEYS DID NOT APPEAR TO HAVE ANY SIGNIPICANT OBJEC- 
TIONS TO ORDER AS DRAFTED, THEY DID NOT REPEAT NOT SIGN IT. 
JUSTICE THEREPORE PROCEEDED TO PILE SUIT WITH COURT TO 
PRESERVE ITS LEGAL POSITION, BUT STATED BOTH TO TT ATTORNEYS 
AND TO JUDGE WILLINGNESS TO ACCEPT CONSENT ORDER. 

2. AT HEARING HELD JULY 2, JUSTICE INPORMED JUDGE THAT NO 
PROGRESS HAD BEEN MADE ON CONSENT ORDER DUE TO LACK OP 
RESPONSE ON PART OP DEPENDANTS. JUDGE INSTRUCTED PARTIES 
TO MEET TO ATTEMPT TO RESOLVE PROBLEM PRIOR TO NEXT 
SCHEDULED HEARING. POR WHATEVER REASON, TT LAWYERS DID 
NOT MAKE ANY EPFORTS TO RESPOND TO OUTSTANDING JUSTICE 
PROPOSAL ON CONSENT ORDER. ACCORDINGLY, IN ORDER TO 
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MOTION FOR SUMMARY JUDGMENT, AGAIN STATING ITS WILLINGNESS 
TO RESOLVE MATTER WITH MUTUALLY ACCEPTABLE CONSENT ORDER. 
TT ATTORNEYS AGAIN DID NOT RESPOND TO CONSENT ORDER PRO- 
POSAL, BUT PILED AN ANSWER TO THE MOTION POR SUMMARY JUDG- 
MENT. 

3. ORAL ARGUMENT ON MOTION WAS HELD FRIDAY, JULY 23. 
APPARENTLY COURT AGREED WITH JUSTICE THAT TT ATTORNEYS' 
ANSWER TO MOTION WAS LEGALLY INSUFPICIENT, BUT GAVE TT 
ATTORNEYS 10 DAYS TO PILE PROPER APFIDAVITS IN RESPONSE 
TO MOTION. TEN DAY PERIOD WILL EXPIRE AUGUST 2, AND A 
DECISION COULD BE EXPECTED SOON THEREAPTER. JUSTICE 
ADVISES US THAT IT IS STILL PERPECTLY WILLING TO PROCEED 
WITH CONSENT ORDER, WHICH WOULD RESULT IN TERMINATION OP 
ALL LEGAL PROCEEDINGS. 

4. ATTORNEYS POR GOTT/IDC BASICALLY CONFIRMED ABOVE. 

THEY CLAIM THEY HAVE NOT HAD AN OPPORTUNITY TO POCUS ON 
PROPOSED CONSENT ORDER BECAUSE SENIOR PARTNER (WHO HAS 
CONTACTS WITH GOTT) HAS BEEN OUT OP TOWN ON ANOTHER CASE. 
THEY EXPECT TO PURSUE CONSENT ORDER WITH JUSTICE WHEN THEY 
HAVE TIME TO DO SO. THEY ARE NOT CONCERNED BY MOTION POR 
SUMMARY JUDGMENT, ON THE GROUNDS THAT "SUCH MOTIONS ARE 
RARELY GRANTED. " THEY FEEL THERE IS "NOTHING TO BE UPSET 
ABOUT" AT THIS POINT. 

5. YOU MAY ADVISE APPROPRIATE GOTT OFPICIALS THAT JUSTICE 
WOULD ACCEPT CONSENT ORDER AS DRAPTED IP DEPENDANTS WILLING 
TO SIGN, OR WOULD BE WILLING TO NEGOTIATE IP DEPENDENTS 

WISH TO PROPOSE CHANGES TO DRAFT ORDER. GOTT MAY WISH TO 
CONTACT ITS ATTORNEYS TO DISCUSS MATTER PURTHER. KISSINGER 
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
